Mekuria  Negussie,  an  English  High  senior  and  native  of  Ethiopia,  suggested  the 
opening  of  an  African  club  to  his  English  teacher,  Ms.  Yearwood,  a huge  supporter  of  the 
Afro-American  movement.  Mr.  Negussie’s  main  goals  for  the  club  were  to  “establish 
friendly  relationship  between  African  students  along  with  black  American  students.”  He 
had  noticed  the  misconceptions  that  his  American  brothers  had  about  mainland  Africans, 
whether  it  is  their  insular  thinking  about  the  unique  African  clothing,  language  or  culture. 

This  was  taken  into  consideration  and  Ms.  Yearwood  became  the  advisor  and  over- 
seer of  the  club.  On  their  quest  together  to  promote  this  idea,  it  became  a club  not  only 
for  blacks,  but  a club  where  all  cultures  and  religions  had  meaning.  Unity  was  created. 
Eight  African  countries,  Ethiopia,  Ghana,  Sierra  Leone,  Somalia,  Mali,  Congo  and  Zaire 
are  represented  in  the  African  Club.  In  this  circle  of  unity  stood  not  only  Africans  but 
also  West  Indians,  Afro-Americans  and  Europeans. 

Another  personal  concern  that  Mr.  Negussie  had  was  to  help  new  African 
immigrants.  Since  he  was  once  in  this  predicament,  he  knew  how  hard  it  was  to 
communicate  to  students,  but  most  important,  to  teachers.  I’m  sure  when  he  had  the  idea 
to  start  this  club  this  was  part  of  his  motivation,  not  knowing  how  to  express  himself,  and 
the  feeling  of  isolation  that  overcame  him.  The  club  was  a support  line  for  students  who 
felt  like  this,  mostly  foreign  students  wanting  to  feel  a sense  of  warmth  among  themselves 
and  others,  so  much  alike,  but  still  different  from  each  other. 

The  African  Club  was  responsible  for  various  celebrations,  such  as  the  Diversity 
Celebration,  where  students  represented  their  countries  and  displayed  native  flags  to  the 
student  body.  The  club  also  had  black  professional  poets,  artists  such  as  Michael  Bonds 
and  Daughter  Rula,  Mr.  Farrah  and  Mr.  Green,  Jewish  and  Muslim  speakers.  Teachers 
such  as  Mr.  Chapman  and  Ms.  McIntosh  celebrated  Kwanzaa,  and  Club  OLEH 
celebrated  the  Three  Kings  Day.  Even  though  the  African  Club  was  directed  towards  the 
well  being  of  Africans,  it  situated  itself  to  represent  people  of  all  colors  and  their  various 
backgrounds.

Some  may  think  of  having  a baby  as  an  obstacle  to  completing  high  school.  Not  at 
English  High!  The  school  has  a place  for  everyone,  all  the  way  from  pregnant  teens  to 
children.  English  High  provides  a day  care  and  parenting  program  for  young  parents. 

The  day  care  is  sponsored  by  the  YMCA  of  Boston.  It  is  free  to  all  students  who  need  this 
help.  The  best  part  about  this  program  is  that  it  is  available  to  parents  who  are  21  years 
or  younger  and  babies  who  are  as  young  as  4 weeks  and  as  old  as  2.9  years  old.  Parents 
do  not  necessarily  have  to  attend  the  English  High.  Both  parents  and  babies  are 
welcomed.  The  day  care  provides  one  on  one  counseling  for  both  mother  and  father. 

Also  they  assist  the  parents  in  any  way  possible.  While  in  the  day  care  the  kids  are 
involved  in  many  activities,  such  as  finger  painting,  coloring,  and  trips  to  the  park.  The 
day  care  provides  breakfast,  lunch  and  snacks.  They  even  have  nap  time.  The  parents  are 
scheduled  one  period  a day  to  be  with  their  child.  During  this  period  parents  interact 
with  their  kids  and  discuss  child  development.  Parents  are  given  a written  daily  report 
about  their  child. 

“It  helped  me  a lot.  I learned  things  that  not  only  benefited  me,  but  also  my  child. 

I was  confident  that  my  child  was  well  taken  care  of  at  the  daycare.”  said  Vivian 
Fernandez,  a young  mother  of  this  year’s  graduating  class.  Her  son  attended  the  day  care 
for  two  years.  She  said  that  with  this  program  being  available  to  her,  her  goals  were 
much  less  stressful  to  achieve.  With  this  help  she  was  able  to  pursue  her  education,  not 
only  in  school  but  also  education  that  helped  her  take  better  care  of  her  child. 

The  day  care  is  often  confused  with  the  parenting  program.  Both  programs 
provide  similar  services,  though  for  the  parenting  program  is  not  a requirement  to 
have  the  child  in  the  day  care.  This  program  provides  help  for  pregnant  girls  and  also 
dads  who  are  in  need  of  support.  They  offer  a variety  of  services  to  help  overcome  some 
of  the  obstacles  teen  parents  face.
